Families of four earning up to nearly $50,000 may 
qualify (or even higher in some states). Even if you’ve 
been turned down in the past, you may be able to 
get health coverage for your child now. Parents may 
qualify for Medicaid as well. Those eligible for Medicaid 
and CHIP can enroll any day of the year.
